The leader In a 
great theological movement, and for many 
years one of the most distinguished minis- 
ters in Boston, he extended a wide influ- 
ence over the religious thought of America. 
A persuasive and eloquent preacher, a bril- 
liant and powerful writer, he was endeared 
to the pe pie of his church by the sweet- 
ness of his character aud the spirituality of 
his teachings. 
A firm believer in the dig- 


nity of human nature and hating every torm 
of injustice and oppression, he was a zeal- 
ous champion of human rights, and was 
honored throughout the world as a Chris- 
tian reformer and 
philanthropist. 
This 


tablet is erected in admiration of his ser- 
vices in the cause of freedom, truth and re- 
ligion, January, 1873."
